Mr. L, E, Stewart of the 
Beard of Health told The 
Gazette that the report will 
have to spell out in detail 
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how BACM Industries Ltd, 
. . the applicant in this 


case . . , plans to handle 
refuse, cover same, apply 
controls “and in other 


words, conduct its opera- 
tion,’’ 

Mr, Stewart said if the 
Board of Health is satts- 
fied that plans as outlined 
in the applicant’s report 
comply with regulations, a 
permit will be issued, It was 
further pointed out that price 
scheduling was strictly ne- 
gotiated between the opera- 
tors of the sanitary landfill 
concern and its customers 
under contract, however, the 
Board of Health would keepa 
sharp eye on this particular 
operation because, it pro- 
mises to become one of the 
larget commercial con- 
cerns of its kind in Alberta,

It’s time to 
shut the door 
on the foot! 


The tax bite is getting too severe! For the working 
people and for small businessmen - which includes 
nearly everyone in business in St, Albert, 


An active member of an eastern accounting firm - who 
also teaches the subject - speaking on the new income and 
corporate tax legislation, said that “in effect it forces 
every small businessman to take government in as a 
50 per cent partner.’’ In Albertasmall business provides 
60 per cent of jobs. 


Look at the tax bite from the employee’s position, Getting 
a raise is often of little use incoping with rising food and 
housing costs, A St, Albert resident tells of receiving a 
fair raise which netted him a take-home increase of $20 
for the year, The tax bite ate up his raise, 


The people must examine what they are receiving for 
tax dollars, Is society demanding too many government 
services from Federal, Provincial and Municipal govern- 
ments? 


Not likely, as far as Canadians are concerned, What is 
probably happening is that four political parties spending 
millions on sophisticated election campaigns are selling 
government services the way advertisement agencies 
sell 412 kinds of toothpaste. Under this mind-numbing, 
psycological manipulation, people are conditioned into 
believing that happiness is ‘‘freshest breath in town’ - 
or even more dangerous = that government services are 
free! 


Something else that needs a close watch by the public is 
the insidious and perpetual growth of impractical 
programs that look good on paper and sound great on 
the hustings. 


The social program that offers what appears a good 
service at reasonable cost - and then mushrooms into a 
bureaucratic gulper of public funds when implemented, 
Unemployment insurance = family allowance = so much 
money goes to those that don’t need it that the people in 
real need don’t get enough help, 


At the community level also, a government service can 
start to help a relatively small but real area of need, 
And then the ‘Foot in the door’’ formulastarts to work « 
an empire building organization mushrooms = and admini- 
stration costs and paper work take ahealthy chunk of the 
government funding, 


Health and education are the giants = taking by far the 
biggest share of public funds in Canada, But do people 
really need to run to their doctor with every sniffle and 
scratch? or do they doit because it APPEARS to be free? 


Do we really need a swimming pool and cafeteria in the 
new Paul Kane High School, as the board chairman 
suggested the evening it was opened? Can taxpayers 
afford it? Many, many parents are expressing concern 
that children need to acquire more basic knowledge - not 
only skills = but knowledge in school, 


Learning should be fun ~ of course! That doesn’t mean 
substituting a swim pool for the kind of teaching that 
can make every subject fun, In the age of television 
and highly educated parents why in the name of reason 
would society support the concept that schools should 
develop the ‘‘whole’’ child - a very expensive concept 
which shuts out parents and the community, 


Or why the concept that government should provide 
funds for the SOCIAL development ofthese same educa- 
ted adults? Here in St. Albert the average income is 
upwards of $12,000 per year, reflecting an educated 
citizenry who are just as capable of looking after their 
own social development as anyone else, These same 
citizens have shown in every area that they are both 
willing and capable in serving community needs, as 
individuals and as members of organizations, 


Council is in a position where it must decide what to do 
with the P.S.S. (Preventive Social Services) program, 
Unless it can be unmistakably demonstrated that P.S,S, 
has had a measurable impact on the 15,000 residents 
the program should be terminated now. 


The Help Society program could be funded as approved 
by Council, It pre-dates P.S.S, and has proven its value, 
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Is the Day Care a service for children who would other- 
wise suffer neglect - or is it mainly a cheap babysitting 
service for parents, both of whom are working? Has the 
latest L.LP. grant applied for by P.S,S, had any real 
affect on St. Albert’s environment - youth - or senior 
citizens? - It cost $11,618 in public funds, 


Council is considering these questions, 


The 43=page report of the Director of PSS, reflects 
attitudes that should result in her discharge by Council, 


The attitude that the service should be autonomous ~ and 
bypass the financial scrutiny of the town administrator 
is one, The town hires the service, and the director 
and should INSIST that the administrator has financial 
Supervision of the entire program, which operates 
entirely on public funds, 


An empire-building attitude shows up frequently in the 
director’s report. Who are all the “Status Quo’”’ people 
referred to in the report who “oppose redistributing 
POWER?’’ = What ‘‘power’’ should a social development 
program have over any people ~status quoor otherwise? 


The need is expressed for a ‘Positive’? vehicle for 
public relations - which would presumably only reflect 
‘positive’ results and would effectively eliminate any 
negative (or critical) statements, 


And why in the name of commonsense would a preven- 
tive social service director’s report state that ‘‘a pro-~ 
posal for a social worker and public health nurse to be 
placed, through federal funding, in each of two medical 
clinics in St, Albert is causing a wait and see approach 
and a SLOWING DOWN OF ENTHUSIASM for PSS." 


Shouldn’t they be welcomed with open arms by anyone 
interested in social services for St, Albert?

It is clear that volunteers and local organizations are

Dr, Robert Edward Pell 
a distinguished clinical pa- 
thologist at the University 
Hospital in Edmonton and 
head of the department of 
laboratory medicine, Sture 
geon General Hcspital in 
St, Albert passed away last 
Wednesday, He died at the 
age of 55, 

Born in Edmonton, the 
son of Dr, and Mrs, Irving 
Bell, the noted pathologist 
received his degree in mede- 
icine from the University of 
Alberta, He continued post 
graduate studies at the U of 
A, the University of Minne- 
sota and British Columbia, 
During World War 2 Dr. 
Bell served with the 17th 
Light Field Ambulance, 2nd 
Armoured Brigade. 

At the time of his death, 
Dr, Bell was chairman of 
the department of clinical 
pathology at the University 
Hospital, He was a Fellow 
of the Royal College of Pae 
thologists, a Fellow of the 
American Society of Clinical 
Pathologists and a Fellow 
of the College for American

He is survived by his 
wife Mary, three sons, Jim, 
John and Bob all of Edmon- 
ton also two brothers Dr. 
Gordon Bzll and Dr, Donald

ters, at least 20 Indians 
were killed, including wo- 
men and children, 

The episode hastened the 
recruitment of the North 
West Mounted Police, for- 
med barely a monthearlier. 
However, it was not until 
the summer of 1875 that a 
patrol was able to leave 
newly-established Fort 
Walsh to go to Fort Benton, 
Montana to make any arrests 
A “trial,’’ held in Helena, 
Montana, that year acquitted

Finally, in June 1876, 
three years after the mass- 
acre, the North West Moun- 
ted Police obtained the 
extradition order they need- 
ed to take a number of the 
alleged murderers to trial 
in Winnipeg, It was this 


perserverance that earned 
the Force its reputation for 
tenacity, 

No convictions resulted 
from the Winnipeg trial, ow- 
ing to a lack of sufficient 
evidence, The action, how- 
ever, did convince the Ine 
dians that the Force was an 
impartial one and that the 
new peace officers were to 
be trusted, 

New evidence of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
massacre may have been 
uncovered recently through 
archaeological diggings at 
Solomon’s post by the Nat- 
ional Historic Sites Service, 
A skeleton has been found 
which is likely that of the 
only white man killed in the 
battle, The find gives more 
credence to early reports 
of the incident, particularly 
as the remains were found 
precisely where witnesses 
at the time claimed they had 
been buried,
